When They Come For You 


Once again, Boston’s 
police flub for the cameras 


Filmmakers always seem to catch the Boston Police Department 
(BPD) on its bad days. Five years ago, the crew of ABC's Boston 24/7 
filmed the city’s top homicide cop busting a guy for murder, who 
turned out to be innocent. This March, America’s Most Wanted host 
John Walsh “saddled up” with the vaunted gang unit to hunt down 
several violent criminals with outstanding warrants, and came 
back empty-handed. 

The latest is Spike TV's Boston PD, a four-part documentary 
filmed nearly two years ago but airing now, buried in a late- 
Friday-night time slot. 

The first two of the four episodes aired last week. Spike 
TV's cameras followed the gang unit — officially known as the 
Youth Violence Strike Force (YVSF) — as they rounded up five 
teens wanted for a gang rape in the Bromley-Heath projects. 
The YVSF cops are seen enjoying their success after arresting all 
five; unfortunately, in real life, prosecutors later determined 
that there was no evidence a crime had been committed, and 
dropped all the charges — after the five youths had spent more 
than a year in jail. 

Boston PD features more than the YVSF team. It also follows 
drug-control detective Kevin “Mr. Incredible” Guy; downtown pa- 
trol officer Patricia DeRosa, a/k/a football star Pepper Johnson's 
girlfriend; and now-retired deputy superintendent Robert O'Toole, 
who was last seen firing pepper pellets from the hip on Lansdowne 
Street the night Victoria Snelgrove died. But the show's look inside 
the YVSF is especially interesting, in light of a lawsuit currently on 
the federal docket in which two former members of that unit, Ste- 
ven Horne and Ronald Brown, allege racial discrimination. 

The suit refers to conditions through 2001, when Horne and 
Brown were transferred out, but the Spike TV footage suggests

that little has changed. 

Among the lawsuit's claims — backed up by recent affadavits 
from two other black former YVSF officers — is that white officers 
were always assigned to patrol with other white officers, and 
blacks with blacks. In Boston PD, the YVSF’s white officers are seen 
working together on the warrant-apprehension team; separately 
we see two black officers, veterans Vance Mills and Greg Brown, 
riding together on the night patrol. 

Viewers also get a peek at how the alleged prejudice affects the 
way YVSF officers do their jobs. “Mr. Horne and Mr. Brown object- 
ed to racism and disparate treatment by white officers, not only 
as minority officers within the department, but also with regard 
to the treatment of the minority citizens within the community,” 
says Steve Roach, the Boston attorney representing the officers. 

For instance, the lawsuit alleges that, although YVSF is theo- 
retically a city-wide unit, the 100 or so faces on the infamous 
“wanted poster wall” inside its Warren Street headquarters were 
always exclusively black. Boston PD includes a couple of shots of 
the wall, and the claim appears to be true. 

And out on the street, the show gives a glimpse at what passes 
for probable cause among YVSF officers — black and white — when 
it comes to detaining young black men. In one case, Eblan and 
Albert pull over question two young black men who are simply 
walking on a sidewalk. “You've got a problem, you're squeezing 
your pockets,” Eblan says to one after he denies having drugs or 
guns on him. 

In another scene, Mills notes that a young black man “won't 
take his left hand out of his pocket” as he walks — so Mills hops out 
of his cruiser and pat-frisks him. The search yields nothing.

Hot rod your iPod 


Next month, Microsoft will release its sort-of-anticipated Zune porta- 
ble media player, finally offering a product some think could go head- 
to-head with Apple’s iPod. 

Zune has a few things going for it: an FM radio tuner, a screen 
that’s considerably larger than the iPod's, and the ability to play mp3s 
and MPEG-4s in addition to Windows Media audio and video files. 
And, intriguingly, it will have wireless networking capabilities that 
allow for song sharing. 

On the other hand, Microsoft has locked it down with new digital- 
rights management (DRM) software specific to Zune. Astoundingly, 
it won't even support Microsoft's existing PlaysForSure DRM system, 
which means it can’t play songs bought from stores like Napster, Rhap- 
sody, or MTV's Urge, only files bought at the new Zune Marketplace. 
Which means you would have to re-purchase any songs bought from 
those sites. (And, of course, it won't play songs purchased on iTunes.) 

The WiFi feature, you may have guessed by now, is also decidedly 
limited. You can't connect to the Zune store or your computer. If your 
buddy is close by, he can send you his new favorite track, but you can 
only listen to it three times — and must do so within three days — 
before DRM kicks in to disable it. 

It’s almost enough to make the iPod look open-source by compari- 
son. Almost. While Apple’s products may be more user-friendly than 
most, they're hardly DRM-free. This Friday, Free Culture Boston and 
the Computing Culture group at the MIT Media Lab aim to change that 
by hosting an iPod Liberation Party. 

There, attendees can switch their compatible iPods (or other mp3 
players) to run on Rockbox or iPod Linux, open-source firmware that lets

your iPod work like a hard drive: it frees you from having to depend on 
iTunes software, lets you access your song files, supports Ogg Vorbis 
and FLAC codecs, and offers a bunch of other cool customizations. 

The event, which will feature celebratory Djing from newly un- 
shackled iPods, is meant, in part, to celebrate the end of Defective- 
ByDesign’s “Week Against DRM.” It’s also a chance for likeminded 
folks to get together and discuss ways to counter one of the greatest 
threats to our technological future. 

“We're trying to bring people throughout Boston together to 
discuss free-culture issues,” says Elizabeth Stark, founder of Harvard 
Free Culture and one of the event’s organizers. “Come install Rockbox 
if you haven't already. If you don’t have an iPod or mp3 player, come 
anyway. We're gonna try to get together the community and see how 
we can work together.” 

There is one important caveat, however, that can’t be stressed 
enough: back up your iPod. While both programs are designed to 
coexist with Apple’s existing iPod firmware (allowing you to choose 
which one you use when you boot your device), there's always a 
chance something can go wrong. 

Event organizers want it made clear that if you haven't backed up 
your data — use programs like iPodRip or PodUtil — they will not help 
you install alternate firmware. It’s also worth noting that doing so will, 
of course, void your iPod's warranty. Finally, you should know (empha- 
sis theirs) that “THERE IS A SMALL RISK THAT THE PROCESS MAY 
DAMAGE YOUR IPOD. PERHAPS IRREVOCABLY.” But, such 
are the risks we run when taking part in a revolution. As a 
the iPod liberators put it, unintentionally echoing Patrick =f 
Henry: “This the price all must pay for freedom.”

But wait. How exactly does the troubling 
tale newly disgraced Republican con- 
gressman Mark Foley — former leader of 
the Missing and Exploited Children’s Cau- 
cus fit into this narrative Republican 
treachery and Democratic victimhood? Af- 
ter all, Foley's serial flirtations with 
underage House pages could become the

the past, people like this have been 
called disciples the “cult Kloster- 
man.” Looking around the Boston Univer- 
sity Bookstore, where he’s giving the first 
of two readings today, I can confirm that 
this is not an opinion or a theory but a 
statement of fact. At one in the afternoon 
on a late-September Monday, about 130 
college-age kids who should probably 
in class are seated with Klosterman’s 
books laid flat their laps, like Bibles 
church. About 50 more are relegated to 
the standing-room section of the foyer, 
where remain listening for the en- 
tire 90 minutes. One of them, PhD candi- 
date Gillian Mason, actually canceled her 
office hours for this. 

During the question-and-answer ses- 
sion, the first inquiry is one he hears all 
the time: do you feel famous? 

“The only time I do is when I get asked 
that question. In terms of my daily life, 
no. I mean, walking around downtown 
Boston today, no one was stopping me. 
It’s not like I’m super rich. don’t have 
celebrity friends. I dress the same,” which 
must be true considering the jean jacket. 

“People here relate to you in a way 
that’s kind of weird,” someone else later 
admits. “We're jealous. If we had your 
gumption, take over your job.” 


<losterman’s heard that one before 
too. “The overwhelming majority of peo- 
ple who hate and think even some 
the people who like they sort 
seem like, ‘I’m not sure why this person 
the person that gets this.’ They’re 
like, ‘I watch Lost. | like Dylan records, ’” 
says. “If people are jealous whatev- 
er, if somebody wants my life, they can 
take it over, man. I'm serious. If you 
want this life, you can have it. Because 
people are always telling you that in New 
York, the only way to be successful is to 
network: you know the right people, 
you have have parents who send you 
a really expensive school. But none of 
that’s true. The only people who say that 
are the people who aren’t going make 
it. They're trying to explain why they 
don’t have the life they want. I mean, I 
came from a farm in North Dakota, went 
to state school, didn’t know anyone in 
New York, and I sold my first book. So you 
can it; it’s possible.” 

In theory, this is true. In practice, I’m 
skeptical. Klosterman guy who 
just got lucky? Klosterman, the first- 
person voice, self-invented? 

Discussing Klosterman’s oeuvre like 
that Tigre song which Kathleen 
Hanna demands: “What's your take on 
Cassavetes? Genius? Misogynist? Messiah? 
Alcoholic?” About Klosterman, rock nerds, 
sports readers, media gawkers, and girls 
like Amanda want know: “Genius? Bull- 
shit artist? Entertainer? Asshead?” Is there 
right answer? Does even matter? 


NOT WHOLE LOTTA LOVE 
If Klosterman had friends in 1999, none of 
this ever would have happened. 

Five years earlier, the farm-raised 
then-twentysomething graduated from 
the University of North Dakota, where he 
was nearly fired sports editor. After 
college, Klosterman considered studying 
communication theory at the graduate 
level. (“I’m not sure why, because I just 
wanted stay college probably,” 
now says.) But then he landed a position 
covering pop culture the daily Fargo 
Forum for Generation-X-targeted section 
called Rage. 

Four years passed, during which 
wrote about things like eating nothing 
but Chicken McNuggets for a week (this 
was eight years before SuperSize Me). 
Through series well-timed coinci- 
dences, he then landed an arts-section 
newspaper slot in Akron, Ohio, where he 
received a hefty $30,000 raise. So he 
bought a computer. Meanwhile, he 
didn’t know anybody in Akron. “I said, 

‘If there’s ever chance for have 
written a book, it’s now.’ ” 

That manuscript became Fargo Rock City, 
his first-person testament obsession 
in this case, late-’80s hair-metal bands 
like Def Leppard, Winger, and Whitesnake. 
As a joke, Klosterman printed his home 
phone number the introduction and 
strangers started calling. One them 
was ex-Talking Head David Byrne, who 
invited Klosterman posed 
cornfield for his dust-jacket photo) read 
alongside and Dave Eggers New York 
City. There, well-connected editors in the 
audience offered him the sorts high- 
profile bylines (Spin, New York Times Maga- 
zine) that J-school kids from North Dakota 
dream of, although Klosterman claims 
never dreamed bigger than daily-report- 
ing job Minneapolis. this day, he’s 
often quoted saying and thus solidi- 
fying his regular-dude persona “What

Since then, Klosterman has been hired 
badger the likes Britney Spears, Bono, 
Steve Nash, and Billy Joel (who conse- 
quently hates him) and repackage these in- 
quisitions glossy-magazine rumina- 
tions. He says he asks questions that in- 
trigue him personally (like why Spears 
chooses to dresses provocatively); often his 
profiles end up being insightful, clever 
meditations concepts like self-aware- 
ness, persona, authenticity, and how 
those abstractions relate back to his sub- 
jects. He can also be funny: he once said to 
Robert Plant, “On ‘Whole Lotta Love’ you 
going give some girl ‘every 
inch’ of your love. But you're British. Why 
don't you use the metric system?” Or when 
Spears tells him that she wasn’t pop 
star, she'd be a schoolteacher . . . or an en- 
tertainment lawyer. He counters, “Fora 
moment, I think this is a joke. But it’s 
brilliant. Schoolteacher, entertainment 
lawyer, pop star, African warlord 
the fucking difference?” And the breadth 
of what he covers — sports, reality TV, 
KISS, tribute bands, breakfast-cereal ads, 
Olive Garden meals, himself — tends to 
net him disparate followers. 

prose windy and gonzo 
and almost always first person. His essay 
style reads like volley whiskey talk. It’s 
like being out drinking with friends, when 
someone randomly declares that people 
who say they like “every kind music ex- 
cept country” are “the most wretched peo- 
ple the world.” That causes barstool 
sparring-match about old country versus 
Nashville country versus alt-country; Toby 
Keith and Lucinda Williams and Uncle 
Tupelo are all presented evidence for 
points one will later recall.

ttackers can’t stomach that positions 
his opinions facts order drive for- 
ward theories without ever defending the 
original opinions. (From this month’s Es- 
quire: “Lost is probably the best network dra- 
ma in the history of television,” which is a 
foregone conclusion column ostensibly 
about why the mainstream still cares about 
reality TV.) He’s proudly anti-tastemaking 
(“You can never cool enough for the cool 
people,” he said in Boston), which rankles 
Pitchfork devotees, trend whores, and hype- 
makers. One internet hater mused that “it’s 
like he’s growing brain public.” en- 
joys arguing contrarian rock-criticism opin- 
ions, proclaiming things like Foghat are es- 
sentially the same as Yo La Tengo. He tries 
represents kind intellectual populism 
and BU, posited himself just 
regular thinking dude with a cool job.

regular-dudeness evapo- 
rates when get back the office after 
the reading and there’s e-mail waiting 
from his Scribner publicist. She hates 
this, but she has cancel inter- 
view with Klosterman because “he’s thor- 
oughly and understandably exhausted, 
and just wants home after the event 
tonight can crash.”

When Klosterman profiled Val Kilmer 
last year for Esquire (a piece in the book he’s 
currently promoting), devoted en- 
tire introductory paragraph recounting 
how the guy who played Jim Morrison and 
Batman changed their interview plans at 
the last minute. (Klosterman was sup- 
posed fly Los Angeles meet Val but 
the night before the interview he was told 
to head to New Mexico, where someone 
would pick him up; when arrived, 
was then instructed to rent a car and drive 
more than 70 miles to Kilmer’s six- 
thousand-acre ranch.) This 11th-hour 
turbulence certainly supports Kloster- 
man’s claim that “crazy things seem nor- 
mal” in Kilmer’s life, but including those 
details also makes Kilmer seem capricious 
and self-important. 

For Klosterman, all the circumstances 
surrounding interview are fair game. 
Not only does have certain expectations 
for his subjects (they will not cancel), but 
when he sits down with musicians like 
Radiohead's Thom Yorke or Billy Joel or 
Gnarls Barkley’s Danger Mouse, he poses 
the hardest questions first, thereby intro- 
ducing “creative tension” the ensuing 
conversation. In the same breath, he criti- 
cizes his peers for not doing the same, say- 
ing his fellow celebrity profilers are sim- 
ply acolytes who want befriend their 
subjects. 

begin our interview, had planned 
read him the following passage: 


Klosterman is, quite simply and 
almost literally, ass. His soft, saggy 
face bears a disturbing resemblance to a 
50-year-old failing, hairless back 
uncombed, dyed-yellow hair and thick- 
rimmed glasses that look like they were 
placed the ass frat prank, like 
wig and sunglasses thrown old 
jack-o-lantern Turning again his 
dust-jacket photo, one sees the Chuck 
Klosterman saggy ass-head attached to 
a torso wearing a loose, white t-shirt — 
t-shirt that looks suspiciously 
had been stretched in a struggle. I would 
bet that when that picture was taken, 
Klosterman was wearing nothing other 
than that stretched, white t-shirt 
and perhaps a pair of black socks. In 
other words, he looks like a sex offender.

©) It all started a week ago Wednesday at 
Avalon, where bands played, the audi- 
ence mingled and 
schmoozed, a guy in a bear 
suit turned out to be Dres 
den Dolls drummer Brian 
Viglione (I think), and the 
NEMO music festival 
kicked off with the 2006 
Boston Music Awards. | 
had the honor of present- 
ing the first award the 
night — “Best New Band.” 
to Humanwine. That was 
after a drum corps in lab 
coats from Berklee joined 
forces with a female hip-hop duo backed by a 
turntablist and a drummer to prove that it ain't 
your parents’ Berklee School of Music anymore 
As is almost always the case at this sort of 
event, it was impossible to pay attention to 
every award presentation. In fact, I'm not even 


sure what award the Dresden Dolls were ac- 
cepting when a French-sounding dude in a 


white suit and slicked-back 
hair read in broken English 
from a card presumably 
provided to him by Aman- 
Palmer thanking some- 
one or everyone for the 
honor being there 
That's when the bear ap- 
peared and it seemed 
some kind of cool perform- 
ance art might take over 
the stage. Instead, the 
stage folks mingled back 
into the crowd, and that 
gave me a chance to hunt down the guy in the 
white suit. He turned out to be Otto from 
Porsches on the Autobahn, a band based in 
Boston and NYC who may or may not have got- 
ten here via anywhere in Europe — aside from 
pronouncing “cool” as “cooowell,” Otto didn't 


give much away in terms of his heritage 

But bringing DIY fun awards 
show that just a decade ago was doing its 
best to declare its irrelevance to the local mu- 
sic scene by holding its annual event in huge 
venues like the Wang Theatre and the Or- 
pheum and inviting celebrities (like New Kids 
on the Block vets) to help boost ticket sales 
can only be a good thing. Robby Roadsteam- 
er's blowhard rant about the BMA's “sucking” 
or something like that aside, it was a relief not 
to be seated among screaming teens. And re- 
gardless of who took home an award, the live 
performances, especially the pop metal of Da- 
mone, the apocalyptic Americana of Frank 
Smith, and the harmonizing hard-rock guitars 
of Bang Camaro (who invited a couple dozen 
friends up to sing their tune while they fo- 
cused on complex soloing), were all well timed 
to keep the momentum moving.

The Roots and OutKast step into the future

wild, idle guessing game over 
the Roots’ Game Theory (Def Jam) 
and OutKast’s Idlewild (LaFace/ 
Zomba) finished. Although Out- 
Kast are the biggest, most critical- 
beloved duo hip-hop, their first new 
three years got mixed reviews and 
dropped out the Top within four 
weeks, and the Idlewild Hollywood movie, to 
which the album the erstwhile sound- 
track, fared even worse. Despite massive 
pre-release publicity, this quasi-musical 
starring Benjamin and 
Antwon “Big Boi” Patton musicians 
1930s nightclub in the fictional town of 
Idlewild, Georgia had opening-weekend 
receipts around $12 million. That was 
about the same garnered by End of the Spear, a 
Christian parable released in January’s dol- 
drums and marketed mostly Mormons. 

Less was expected the Roots, especial- 
ly since their expensive 2004 Geffen one- 
off, Point, was poppish gambit 
that did less than nothing break the 
group out the bohemian hip-hop under- 
Yet the veteran Philadelphia band 
(with real live instruments!) were personal- 
ly signed to their new label, Def Jam, by 
head honcho Jay-Z. raised hopes that 
Game Theory might return them to the cre- 
ative and commercial apex they had 
reached on their first label, MCA, when 
consecutive landmarks Things Fall Apart and 
Phrenology went gold in 1999 and 2002. But 
though the reviews have been strong, sales 
have not. its first three weeks release, 
Game Theory plummeted from #9 to #53 on 
the Billboard 200, 10 spots below the not-so- 
landmark Kidz BopTen, which has been on 
the chart twice long. 

These commercial shortfalls matter be- 
cause, anyone reading this knows, Out- 
Kast and the Roots are hip-hop leaders 
much hip-hop artists. Grounded the 
somber, introverted flow Tariq “Black 
Thought” Trotter, the Roots became cen- 
tral force the rebirth hip-hop’s alterna- 
tive subculture in the late "90s, trading alt- 
Daisy Age for grim “real- 
ness” that could hold its own against any 
gangsta brutality. Atlanta’s OutKast went 
even higher. Although they were originally 
part gangsta’s Southern campaign, 
they mingled their speedy, druggy boasts 
with organic, expansive attitude and 
musicality reminiscent prime Prince and 
George Clinton’s P-Funk heyday, transcend- 
ing their base without alienating it. 

You could say the crews’ latest discs are 
failures simply because they’re longer 
leading anyone. not their audiences’ 
fault: the Roots’ disc all about hunch- 
shouldered withdrawal, and con- 
fusing eclecticism attests strained rela- 
tion with the “Chetto Musick” they once

celebrated, not mention ambivalence 
about their own career. Yet the more play 
these discs, the more I’m convinced this 
failure anything but fatal. Both the chilly 
yet masterful and the sketchy 
yet far-reaching Idlewild reward repeated lis- 
tenings with satisfying and often moving 
music that lays out complementary visions 
where hip-hop could go, even these acts 
aren’t taking their audiences with them. 

course, it’s not clear that Andre 3000 
and Big Boi will get there themselves. After 
the divisions Speakerboxxx/The Love 
double album featuring one all-but-solo disc 
per rapper the Idlewild project prevaricates 
about the group’s future while limning the 
tension between Andre 3000's dream of 
flying and Big loyalty home more ex- 
plicitly than ever. Whereas the Idlewild movie 
distills that tension with period-piece fanta- 
and genre-picture clichés, the album deals 
with every which way but loose. Some 
numbers stick the script with anachronis- 
tic bastardizations of 1930s styles, from blues 
jazz Cab Calloway swing; others provide 
meta-commentary the film, the crew’s 
story, and the wider world with just about 
every other black style between then and 
now: R&B, gospel, marching band, even 
moments straight Southern hip-hop. The 
array exhausting, but much any rap- 
sterpiece you can name, also proves that 
generations black-music history can fit 
under low-slung hoodie. 

Still, like its most salient precedent, 
Prince’s 1986 album Parade and movie Under 


the Cherry Moon, the project has faltered criti- 
cally and flopped commercially because 
reaching for the past requires the artists 
loosen their grip the present. 
more, Andre 3000 has finally been stymied 
his pessimism, even while Big Boi re- 
mains as inspired as ever (if not more so). 
For all their invention, sense futility 
hangs over most of Andre 3000’s structural- 
foreshortened solo numbers, angel 
dies” even when our hero escapes con- 
stricting world, and the promise that “Life 
Musical” ends “Hollywood Divorce.” 
(“All the fresh styles start out good little 
hood thing but the time reaches 
Hollywood it’s over.”) That number also fea- 
tures Lil’ Wayne, Snoop Dogg, and Big Boi 
musing over divorce reality and 
metaphor, theme that Big Boi returns 
some the album’s best cuts: the quick- 
stepping yet downcast “Peaches,” the 
crunk/jump blues “Call the Law” (featuring 
singer Janelle Monae as the jilted wife), and 
especially the lovely yet wrenching rhythm- 
and-pop song “The Train,” recap the 
crew’s career that may be the best thing Big 
Boi has written. These suggest that Big 
Boi staying close the hood, he’s leaving 
behind the destructive allure playing 
hood and finding his own fragile peace 
the struggle between integration and inde- 
pendence, struggle that defines not only 
two-headed persona but hip-hop 
the top the pops, not mention black 
America the post-civil-rights era. 

In their block of the hood, the Roots have 
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FLYING? confusing 
eclecticism attests 
strained relation with the 
“Ghetto Musick” they once 
celebrated and ambivalence 
about their own career. 


opted for more classic equally jarring 
move with album that forgoes crossover 
dreams for ghetto solidarity, embracing 
paranoia, pessimism, and stark alienation 
because got who you put all 
your trust in” since “worldwide coincide 
with sufferin’.” It’s all uniformly 
bleak that individual tracks are first 
difficult assimilate. But time each cut 
stands out for its taut structure, its dense 
production (this marks 
personal tipping point), and, sur- 
prise, its varied hooks. Slowly building into 
the hard-rap explosion the title track and 
the rhythm-guitar-powered hallucination 
“Take There,” the disc finally breaks into 
some sweet variety its second half, which 
slips from the pleading soul the 
bruising boasts “Here Come,” from the 
smooth-jazz musings “Clock with 
Hands” the Radiohead-sampling trip-hop 
extended experimentation the eight- 
minute-plus Stop This,” RIP trib- 
ute to former producer J. Dilla. 

which many critics are call- 
ing the Roots’ best, seems inspired Sly 
but like Idlewild, which some critics are call- 
ing OutKast’s worst, it’s really tribute 
triumphant reach, the way 
represents an America — red and white, blue 
and black— that feels big the world, 
big Right Now, without leaving the block.

The big story heavy music right 

now is mammal metal, a blood-and- 
guts strain post-thrash brutality lorded 
over the moment Lamb God and 
Mastodon, two loud-and-proud Southern 
bands with new major-label discs out. 
Mammal metal is about size: crushing vol- 
ume, weighty riffs, hefty imagery — 
heavy-metal staples that have been 
sacrificed lately the altar style and ac- 
cessibility young screamo dudes intent 
more breakthroughs than break- 
downs. It’s also about a self-conscious re- 
turn roots, embrace metal’s en- 
raged-nerd legacy. Mammal-metal makers 
good-looking guys; unlike their me- 
dia-savvy successors, they don’t appear 
comfortable photographs give pithy 
soundbites. 

What they do is rock. When news broke 
last year signing Reprise, 
outsiders wondered why. The Atlanta- 
based quartet’s last album was compli- 
cated homage Moby-Dick called Leviathan 
(Relapse) not exactly the sort thing 
Hot Topic shoppers are known pump 
through their iPods while browsing at the 
temporary-tattoo counter. Insiders, mean- 
while, feared a change of direction, a soft- 
ening attack. 

Blood Mountain, the band’s Reprise de- 
but, negotiates those two concerns. 
one hand, it makes clear what sort of 
crossover potential the major-label suits 
saw Mastodon. Although none the 
songs here stays in one place for long — in 
many ways the requirement successful 
single, given the quick-cut nature radio 
and MTV the riffs are the most immedi- 
ate the band’s catalogue. “Circle 
Cysquatch” squeals like European ambu- 
lance siren; “Sleeping Giant” lumbers 4 la 
“Black Album”-era Metallica; “Crystal 
Skull” actually swings. With sly groove

Despite 
its cleaned-up production and intermit- 
tent melody, this still unapologetically 
aggressive music designed for audi- 
ence familiar with the genre. Mastodon 
might their best when they toy 
with that audience’s expectations. 
“Bladecatcher” starts out with a sweetly 
plucked electric-guitar figure that tricks 
you into thinking the band are heading 
toward Zeppelin-ballad territory, com- 
mercial move one ever existed. Then 
drummer Brann Dailor kicks and the 
song morphs into furious prog-metal 
tantrum. It’s great gotcha moment. 

Lamb of God’s Sacrament (Epic) is less 
complex than Blood Mountain, and that’s 
its virtue. This Virginia band play super- 
tight, superspeedy metal with room 
for frills fake-outs; they’re little like 
Slayer minus that outfit’s theatricality. 
“This is a mean and cold town,” growls 
frontman Randall Blythe “Forgotten 
(Lost Angels).” “I hate this fucking place” 
pretty handy illustration the 
band’s world view. You don’t get any 
the sweetening that could attract new 
fans Mastodon, but you get sim- 
plicity and straightforwardness, and 
their allure can’t overstated world 
where listeners’ attention spans have 
been winnowed down seconds.

terms longevity and diehard rock- 
and-roll primitivism, only AC/DC and the 
Ramones have come close Motorhead. 
But AC/DC passed long ago into some kind 
comedic super-realm, and the Ramones 
trapped, they were, their hair- 
cuts, feuding for years, all of them herded 
into the van the joyless whipcracker 
Johnny became stifling family tragedy 
and artistic disaster. Because Motorhead 
basically Lemmy his humor and his 
sound, and the turbid, percussive noise of 
his pick the bass strings there’s nev- 
been problem. Guitarist Phil Camp- 
bell has been with him since 1984, drum- 
mer Mikkey Dee since 1992, and they both 
play with what might describe sort 
homicidal discretion, ultra-aggressive, 
whacking out but devoid flash, fully 
the service the bluesily basic song 
structures. 

The great agon Motorhead music

the last one, Inferno, but a tiny bit slow- 
er. “Christine” jaunty sex pop 
Motorhead, “God Was Never Your 
Side” torture thing with acoustic 
guitars and solemn thoughts about reli- 
gion. “Kingdom the grim- 
chugging bit darkside psychedelia, 
Slayer-meets-Hawkwind. My personal 
choice the high-speed curtain raiser 
“Sucker” (“How we are/Ain’t how we 
for the birds!”), the 
hanging half-phrases bracketing the riff 
like his own mutton-chop sideburns. 

His great campaign against puerility and 
illusion, against the trifling, trendy, un- 
tragic and unmetal view life, contin- 
ues: “And you precious, lost smoke/ 
Too busy laughing see the joke.” 

So many of the classic Motérhead 
songs, from “Dancing Your Crave” 
“Damage Case,” are straight-up anthems 
experience, knowing the score. 
Which why the older and uglier Lem- 
gets, the more perfect the whole 
thing becomes. The world turns, the 
lightweights are smeared beneath it, and 
his song goes on: those ropy polyp-stud- 
ded vocal cords flap and clash. “Nobody 
cares if you're in or you're out/We’re 
gonna give you smack the mouth!”

Edu helps baile funk survive hipsterdom

hat rumbling, booty-shaking 

bass, the whip-thwap drums, the 

familiar melodies with Por- 

tuguese lyrics. called baile 

funk, and been hip 
Dj show lately, you've probably heard it. 
By now, Brazil's trendy tune, also called 
“funk carioca,” has established itself as 
the naughties’ dominant emerging inter- 
national genre. From Diplo’s hipster 
army European commercials Brit- 
ney Spears’s own husband, the scene 
spawned the slums Rio Janeiro has 
become ghetto-fab and worldwide. Its 
music, inspired the rhythms and the 
sounds of Miami bass, is raunchy and vis- 
ceral and smacks sex. Yet there are on- 
few and MCs who have left Brazil 
tour the world Baile experts. Mon- 
day, one of them, Edu K, comes to Enor- 
mous Room Cambridge supported 
Beat Research, Boston’s experimental 
party-music party. 

Diplo the evangelist baile funk, 
Edu the ambassador: for days, he’s 
spreading good cheer and sexy beats 
and down the East Coast. Although many 
Brazilian producers and speak little 
English and rarely think the US, Edu 
unabashed fan. “I’m totally hyped 
about coming the States!” writes via 
e-mail. “To perform the U.S. the 
fulfillment one wildest dreams 
punk kid the streets!!! Yeaaah!” 

punk legend with his band Falla 
and accomplished performer, Edu (a/ 
k/a Eduardo Martins Dorneles) was 
launched into the global eye his Miami 
Rock 2000 CD, a tribute to the baile scene 
from the punks Brazil. became 
even larger when his “Popozuda 
Rock Roll” entered the Euro- 
pean market the form 
commercial. The track, 
heavy, Rick rock 
riff over baile beats and 
catchy “Vai! Popozuda!” 
shout-along, had life its 
own, going from club to club 
club. Eventually, renowned 
Belgian team the Clim- 
mers put mix and from 
there blew up. 

“Baile funk the new 
punk mos def!” contin- 
ues. “In the sense that it’s up- 
roar from the lower classes and it’s 
fuckin’ raw and it’s some new shit 
comin from the underground 
shake the mainstream. got lot 
the DIY philosophy and methods 
well, hehe!” 

“If punk rock was about three chords 
and bad singer, then baile funk 100 


percent the new punk,” writes Daniel 
Haaksman from Berlin. “The difference 
that funkeiros take loop, two samples, 
and bad singer and put CD.” 
Haaksman would know. As the owner 
Man Recordings, released Edu’s full- 
length CD, Frenétiko. also compiled Rio 
Baile Funk: Favela Booty Beats, the best-sell- 
ing baile-funk the US. journal- 
ist and DJ, Haaksman plumbed the favela 
depths years ago to find the crucial 
tracks. The follow-up, More Favela Booty 
Beats, was recently released on Essay 
Recordings. Haaksman accompanying 
Edu K as the touring DJ. He continues, 
“The thing about baile is: nature, 
musical style that doesn’t know any 
boundaries. The basic attitude is, whatev- 
loopable fits the tamborzao 
beat can included. It’s open many 
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musical styles can mixed and 
mashed forever.” 

And here’s DJ C, who with DJ Flack is 
one of the founders of the Beat Research 
party in Cambridge: “Actually, my favorite 
aspect of baile funk is the way many of the 
tunes sample random and often funny pop 
tunes, which are then chopped and re- 
configured. They use a lot of rock samples 
in their stuff too, which adds a fun con- 
trast the underlying electro beats.” 

Edu K’s baile funk uses no samples, 
however, and fact baile-funk band 
Bonde do Role’s own producer, Chernobyl, 
coming tour play guitar licks. 
Frenétiko unusual that takes funk 
carioca and adds salsa, and 
other forms, something that Beat Research 
even more excited about. always 
the lookout for new rhythmic styles 
study,” adds DJ C. “We're particularly in- 
terested regional styles and the way re- 
gional styles have grown become in- 
ternational styles like that these 
guys have broad background that they’re 
drawing from.” 

Edu status punk icon Brazil 
can’t overstated, and neither can baile 
DIY punk-rock Add this 
white surburban culture’s fascina- 
tion with the music from the inner 
city and the rise baile funk was 
almost inevitable.

three years later it landed in Miami, anda 
few years later the Kraftwerk dr 
Rio, where grew for more 
decade into what we know as funk. . . and 
in 2004 the sound is released on a German 
record label.” 

In July, the baile fad hit Boston as Dip 
visited Great Scott with Brazilian bands 
Cansei de Ser Sexy (CSS) and the aforemen- 
tioned Bonde do Role — a sweaty mess of 
Allston glitterati, Boston bloggers, and 
Pabst. CSS returned this past Saturday 
with Ladytron Avalon. But despite its 
hipster factor and party-party vibe, baile 
funk will last simply the elevation 
sampling “First all, what is- 
fad these days?” argues Edu “Peo- 
ple are eager consume new stuff and 
throw away next week, And 
seems like this process getting faster 
and faster the minute.” 

Baile funk the ultimate InSinkErator 
of musical culture: throw music in, get 
funk out. funk tracks, everything from 
the Verve AC/DC the Little Mermaid 
can sampled, and many times great 
effect. “it’s very basic,” Haaksman says.

Baile’s culture inspired hip-hop, 
and the form itself where punk and hip- 
hop meet. The creative explosion was in- 
escapable. the thousands and thousands 
baile tracks being spun out Brazil, only 
a few have made it onto wax, hip-hop’s for- 
mat choice. dig the fact that 
one the first folks release the baile- 
funk stuff vinyl,” says “And that 
gets all sorts great folks remixes 
the stuff.” Man Recordings has 
released a number of 12-inch singles, with 
remixes from Diplo, London's Solid Groove, 
and Bonde Role themselves. 

Edu K: “Daniel Haaksman — along with 
Diplo course very much responsible 
for this worldwide baile funk craze. think 
anthropology very important music:

Haaksman can see baile echoes 
punk’s roots, the beginning dancehall, 
and particularly hip-hop.

Anyone who didn’t come away from the White Stripes a year 
ago the Opera House, from his other band, the Racon- 
teurs, Friday at the Orpheum, with the sense that Jack White 
could easily gigging under his own name either has Meg 
White fixation taste for the commercially unsuccessful 
pop confections Brendan Benson. Jack’s the one the spot- 
light always seems find. Yet you get the sense that could 
care less, that he’s just happy part gang there. 
Unlike the stylized Stripes, the Raconteurs are all about 
five scruffy guys in street duds ripping through bloozy Mid- 
western guitar rock, with keyboard glue provided Dean 
Fertita and a hard-swinging rhythm section — drummer 
Patrick Keeler and bassist Jack Lawrence — courtesy of the 
Greenhornes. That sense of swing and the spot-on har- 
monies Benson brings the party are two defining differ- 
ences between this band and the Stripes. Take White's star 
power out the equation and there are probably dozens 
bands just like the Raconteurs who are tight enough to in- 
dulge in the kind of loose jams that filled the Orpheum. But 
when you've got that Jack White presence coupled with Ben- 
knack for grafting hooks onto even the dirtiest garage 
rock, you're no longer dealing with your average bar band. 
The Raconteurs’ only real difficulty, after recording just 
short album (Broken Boy Soldiers on V2), was in finding 
10ugh materia sf ra full set. Adrawn-out Zep-style blues 
rock cover of Sonny Bono’s “Bang Bang (My Baby Shot Me 
Down)” (popularized by Nancy Sinatra as well as Sonny and 
Cher) got them past the 45-minute mark, “Steady As She 
Goes” encore and all. It also was an amusing reminder of 
just how far White’s audience has to go before they can 
equ their hero’s knowledge classic-rock conventions like 
the false ending. Applause erupted half dozen times dur- 
ing the “Bang Bang” choruses; he’d stop the band dead in 
their tracks, wait for silence, then slam back into the song. 
Not that it seemed to bother him or Benson, as they traded 
solos, switched microphones, and acted they’d been 
playing gigs like this together since they were teenagers.

There are always questions before the lights down 
show, but Massive Attack offered more ponder 
than usual the Orpheum Sunday night. The band 
are 15 years into a career of continual reinvention and 
eight years into self-imposed exile from the US. Who 
would show up? And after the career-capping greatest- 
hits release Collected (Virgin) earlier this year, would 
they and the trip-hop genre they helped invent still 
relevant? 

They answered with engaging, high-energy per- 
formance. Only Robert (3D) Del Naja represented the 
original core (“I’m the white guy,” declared early 
on), Mushroom having long since left and Daddy still 
minding his family home. But Naja didn’t come 
alone: Elizabeth Frazer the Cocteau Twins, Horace 
Andy (whose performance “Man Next Door” was one 
many highlights), and Deborah Miller were hand, 
along with full, hard-rocking back-up band. 

Massive Attack have always been more of a collective 
than trad band, employing various singers and musi- 
cians. put sound before image, idea that 
was driven home the Orpheum stage set 
which they could barely be seen. Instead, dark silhou- 
ettes hovered front huge wall brightly shifting 
lights that pulsed the music. For band who are gen- 
erally thought good for chilled-out, late-night 
listen, the performance was aggressive. “False Flags,” 
one two new songs from Collected, was blistering be- 
ginning, both its politically charged lyrics and its 
thundering coda. Statistics casualties and conditions 
in Iraq scrolled by news-ticker style as Del Naja and 
Miller sang “Safe from Harm.” The career, it turned out, 
ongoing. And yes, Massive Attack are still relevant.

One 
bass bows the melody while the oth- 
er plucks in counterpoint, then 
Denardo’s cymbals and mallets, and 
a repetition of the melody on alto as 
the pizzicato speeds up. It’s a long, 
delicate journey — softly bopping 
mid-range phrases, laughing up- 
ward runs, ecstatic cries, ending 
with a single, perfect cracked high 
note. While so many ape the tradi-

answer these questions, the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts begins an exhaustive ret- 
rospective works, from his 
earliest documentaries to Lenfer|Hell (2005;

tor Danis Tanovic’s realization of a screen- 
play that KieSlowski was working with 
his collaborator Krzysztof Piesiewicz the 
time his death. 

think the seldom seen documentaries 
offer clue what makes dif- 
ferent from his imitators. started 
observer of behavior, places, and things, 
not as a manufacturer of sto- 
ries meant mimic them. 
Take the short “From the Point 
of View of a Night Porter” (1977; 
October 11 at 4 pm, with the 
1976 feature The Calm). It con- 
sists shots middle-aged 
security guard officiously 
fulfilling his duties factory 
while in voiceover he offers his 
opinion the death penalty 
describes how a pet parakeet 
“but was sick anyway.” 

As they say, you can’t make 
this stuff up, least you 
unless you paid careful at- 
tention the first place. 

On another occasion Kie- 
Slowski realized that what 
filmed in his documentaries 
had more going them 
than thought.

That put KieSlowski off documentaries, 
but already been exploring more 
fictional, manipulated, realms, starting 
with First Love (1974; October 10:30 am).

an agronomist — hence the title of 
this film from Jonathan Demme, 
who had been Dominique’s friend 
from 1991 until his death, by assas- 
sination, on April 3, 2000. Since no- 
body owned land in Haiti except the 
privileged few, he notes, his profes- 
sion had no meaning. So he 
switched from earth to air — with a 
fascinating ‘60s stopover in film as 
he attempted to make some docu- 
mentaries and to establish a Hait- 
ian film club, projects quickly 
crushed by the Papa Doc Duvalier 
regime. In 1968, he took over the 
old Radio Haiti Inter, and apart 
from a couple of periods of exile in 
the United States, he broadcast the 
truth to his oppressed people for the 
next 32 years. Demme had inter- 
viewed Dominique over the years, 
and except for the occasional 
archival footage and interviews 
with friends and associates and Do- 
minique’s extraordinary wife, 
Michéle Montas, The Agronomist is a 
collage of him talking. Like the 
similarly focused Demme documen- 
taries Stop Making Sense and Swimming 
to Cambodia, this is pretty much a 
one-man show. But Dominique is a 
hypnotic presence, the rare instru- 
ment of his voice backed by the vi- 
brant rhythms of Wyclef Jean's 
soundtrack. Demme has been em- 
ploying Caribbean flavorings and 
music in his movies at least since 
1986's Something Wild, and by now he 
knows how to utilize such potent 
ingredients with subuety and 
grace. Although it seemed that 
Haiti's 15 minutes of fame ended 
when the Aristide drama faded 
away before new crises ranging 
from Michael Jackson to Fallujah,

Coming Up for Air — An Autojazzography (at the 
Boston Center for the Arts through October 
14). A long-time fixture on the local jazz 
scene, Strickland has collaborated with 
writer and director Jon Lipsky, who helped 
him lay down a libretto to support the 
rhythmic odyssey that has been his life. 
The 80-minute piece, a precise framework 
for Strickland’s musical homage and im- 
provisation, is anchored by a harrowing 
experience he had 15 years ago, when a 
couple of rogue waves took him violently 
under while he was swimming off the 
coast of Hawaii. The cliché is that your life 
flashes before your eyes; in Strickland’s 
case, I'd be willing to bet it also flashed be- 
fore his ears. 

Strickland appears before us barefoot, 
standing on a piano bench before a shim- 
mering, wavelike backdrop and playing his 
flute like a Pied Piper for all ages, beckoning 
follow him from orphan childhood 
dominated by a religious but loving grand- 
mother and musical “next of kin” John 
Coltrane that near-fatal experience 
Hawaii — which cracked his neck and teeth 
and caused him nearly bite his tongue 
two.

Holding on to his neck as he re- 
calls the agonizing recovery from his in- 
juries, Strickland is swaddled in music 
even in extremis.

And he turns that expression of phys- 
ical pain into improvisation that hovers 
arnid jazz and chant.

Beckett would never resort some 
the theatrical huckstering Thom Pain, 
but the Pulitzer-nominated 60-minute 
monologue, the inaugural offering of New 
Repertory Theatre’s Downstage New Rep 
(at the Arsenal Center for the Arts through 
October 22), is reminiscent of Krapp’s Last 
Tape without the antiquated mixed media. 
The title character is younger and more 
nondescript, his reminiscence less ele- 
giac. But Thom Pain’s spare, unsparing, 
and disjointed tale — held together only 
language, words and phrases going off 
like firecrackers the dark similarly 
corrosive. And the character is so alienat- 
from himself that much told 
the third person, in a manner between 
stand-up and victim-impact statement. 

Thom Pain begins the dark; some 
scurrying heard, cigarette lit, anda 


man appears crouched the top the 86- 
seat black box, quoting from his only pos- 
session, a dictionary turned to the page 
where “fear” catalogued.

Eight years after Lois Mailou Jones’s death, 
School the Museum Fine Arts curator 
Joanna Soltan proclaiming her 
“among the most significant African- 
American artists the 20th century,” and 
her work resides the collections the 
Metropolitan Museum Art New York 
and the Smithsonian Washington, DC. 
“Lois Mailou Jones: The Early Works,” on 
view the Museum School through Octo- 
ber 14, shows where she came from. 

Jones was born here in Boston in 1905. 
Her mother ran beauty shop and made 
hats. Her father, building superintend- 
ent, attended night school earn law 


degree when was The family sum- 
mered Martha’s Vineyard land her 
grandmother bought with money she 
earned housekeeper and nanny. 

The exhibit centers on some 30 patterns 
Jones painted freelance textile designer 
the decade after she received degree 
from the Museum School and certificate 
from the Boston Normal School (now Massa- 
chusetts College of Art) in 1927. In one, green 
and rose leaves jitterbug around bundles 
red and orange flowers. Elsewhere, art deco 
patterns geometric shapes and sharp zig- 
zags shimmy big-band beat. 

Borrowed primarily from the Lois Mailou 
Jones-Pierre Noel Trust, with many being 
publicly shown for the first time, the works 
are well assembled show how Jones devel- 
oped her assured touch. She sought inspira- 
tion Japanese prints, Chinese embroidery, 
and medizval European tapestries. But the 
majority her works here are conventional 
floral designs for wallpaper, curtains, and 
upholstery given bit spark high key 
colors. One suspects she was hemmed 
trying satisfy her employers primarily 
the firms Schumacher New York and F.A. 
Foster Boston and their customers. 

While driving Martha’s Vineyard one 
summer, Jones was thrilled spot her de- 
signs displayed the windows interior- 
decoration shops. But the fabrics bore only 
the name of the patterns, not her name. 


“That bothered me because I was doing all 
this work but not getting any recognition,” 
she told biographer. “And realized would

She began teaching art Palmer Memor- 
ial Institute in North Carolina in 1928, then 
in 1930 moved to Howard University in 
Washington, where she would teach until 
1977. But she got a year’s leave to sail to Paris 
in September 1937 and study art in what was 
then the cultural capital the Western 
world. There she began painting the 
dense post-Impressionist mode, somewhere 
between Pissarro and early Matisse, that she 
employed her 1943 painting 
Hats, a still life of ladies’ hats arrayed on a 
table with vase orange flowers. There 
she found culture that seemed less hung 
the color her skin. 

Jones continued teaching and painting 
upon her return, finding inspiration 
Haitian art after she married Haitian and 
began making regular trips the island 
1953, and from African styles after she trav- 
eled African countries research 
grant 1970. 

Ubi Girl from Tai Region (1972) is the fruit of 
the latter voyage. the bright, bold can- 
vas, Jones contrasts traditional realist 
Western portraiture with the abstracted 
designs traditional African art com- 
bining representational portrait 
Ivory Coast woman with a mask painted 
across her face; traditional African weav- 
ing tool decorated with an abstracted 
carved face; masks from Zaire; and the flat 
geometric patterns African textiles. 

The painting seems once treatise 
the influence traditional African art 
the Cubist paintings that sparked much 
Western art the century and sum- 
mation the lifelong inspiration Jones 
drew from the art Europe, Africa, and 
the Americas. Painting during era 
when many African-Americans adopted 
African fashions and names connect

with their African roots, the mature Jones 
examines the construction of black identi- 
ty by returning to textile patterns, the la- 
bor of her youth. 

Clare Rojas’s exhibit “Hope Springs Eter- 
nal” at Brandeis’s Rose Art Museum sug- 
gests an odd, unfathomable dream from a 
nostalgic land of fairy tales, Russian nesting 
dolls, and schoolgirl notebook doodles. The 
San Francisco artist packs two floors with 
paintings of serious women in bulky floral 
dresses, silly naked men with dagger penis- 
es, and hooved beasts wandering about 
bright landscapes patterned after traditional 
quilts the kaleidoscopic flowers and stars 
known hex signs that began decorating 
Pennsylvania barns the mid 19th century. 

A woman holds a tiny moustached man 
her hand while the background spikes 
jut from a mountain impaling hearts. A ban- 
jo-picking woman stands atop the belly 
giant horse while a man stands underneath 
smoking cigarette. Diamond-headed peo- 
ple climb ramp mouth and 
push armfuls diamonds inside. sad, 
tired woman holds a heart in her hand while 
butterfly flits about her mouth. sour 
man and bear face each other atop forest 
triangle pines. The characters seem alienat- 
from one another and their environs. 

Naked men with extravagant facial hair 
lean against box, sit field, perch atop 
truck. Curator Raphaela Platow says Rojas 
intends all these naked dudes, put the 
poses of ladies in fashion spreads, to be a sly 
satire pop culture’s objectification 
the landing the stairs be- 
tween the museum’s two floors, a sculpture 
of a naked man, a cartoon come to life, 
“pees” water into the museum’s fountain 
below while holding flat-screen television 
playing video Rojas singing her 
countrified alter ego, Peggy Honeywell. 
Downstairs, Rojas refitted the fountain’s 
jets that they are cocks and balls spraying 
Uh-huh. 

Rojas paints latex and gouache pa- 
per plywood. She favors big flat shapes 
topped with fine outlines. The paintings 
come two sizes, tiny giant. Sometimes 
she borders them with patchwork fab- 
ric. Elsewhere she arranges painted wood 
tiles into giant triangle trees, geometricized 
flowers, barn. 

She throws generally like folk 
painting, quilting, mid-century children’s- 
book illustration, cartoons, giant squirrel, 
adolescent bathroom humor, nudity. prac- 
tically feel duty bound all gooey for her 
art, but I’m left feeling indifferent instead. 

lot contemporary artists have this 
charming, handmade, crafty look. Rojas, 
who was born in 1976 and got her BFA from 
RISD, is often grouped with West Coasters 
like Barry McGee, whose interests include 
graffiti, and his late wife, Margaret Kil- 
gallen, whose cartoony tramp art broadsides 
were featured the 2002 Whitney Biennial. 
fact, McGee, who had solo show 
Brandeis 2004, now dates Rojas. 

Pictures I've seen of Rojas’s other shows 
seem more mysterious and original, more 
Brandeis, her images feel pre- 
cious and cold, the jokes half-baked. She has

Hart Crane roared through his short, tor- 
mented, and dcomed life. Born in Ohio 
1899 and reared feuding parents, 
York. His great talent was recognized 
early, and his work found publishers and 
patrons. But Crane could not escape his 
demons: his drunks were epic and ob- 
noxious, testing all his friendships. Re- 
turning from Mexico in 1932, he drowned 
himself off the Isle Pines near Cuba. 
is a stunning irony that his father in- 
vented the Life Saver candy. The facts of 
his volatile life have prompted several bi- 
ographies, the most recent which ap- 
peared in 2002. 

Crane was not modernist, but his 
long poem The Bridge modern poem.

ting alone on the couch, wringing my 
hands and shrieking at the television, 
when roommate ambles into the 
living room.

virtue its design, the show has 
spawned passionate following beyond 
its core demographic tweens and 
teens. Portraying the crash-and-burn 
puberty one way lure Degrassi fanat- 
outside the 13-18 box. That’s not 
unique, course. What makes Degrassi 
different is that, unlike other contempo- 
rary teen histrionic fests, it doesn’t both- 
pressure-cook adolescence into 
easily swallowed pill fantasy 
lifestyles. Linda Schuyler, a former jun- 
ior-high-school teacher and the show’s 
creator, would prefer you were react- 
ing: sobbing, cringing, snickering, and 
gagging what you see. the same 
time, she wouldn’t mind a bit if you ab- 
sorbed some the coming-of-age tutori- 
als she slides into the story lines, lacing 
the semi-trashy So-Called Life-esque 
scandals with a dose of Full House. In spite 
of some overt after-school-special les- 
sons, the writers Degrassi: craft plot 
lines controversial that the refused 
to air an episode titled “Accidents Will 
Happen” which Manny terminates her 
pregnancy, inadvertently prompting De- 
grassi zealots download the “lost” two- 
parter on-line or query message boards as 
why the effusive Manny seemed de- 
pressed subsequent episodes. CTV, 
which broadcasts Degrassi in Canada, did 
air “Accidents.” 

Degrassi operates under the casually 
cool assumption that you've already been 
there and done that (or will), and that 
high school isn’t glamorous pre-pack- 
aged with laugh track. Some the 
stars are attractive, yet one 
the type knockout that would first 
choice for a glossy magazine. Most are 
pimple-faced and gangly, with unfor- 
tunate fashion sense brilliantly projected 
the show’s stylists. Plus, these rela- 
tive unknowns are actually playing char- 
acters their own age. 

The show embraces the high highs and 
low lows the collective teenage uncon- 
scious, period life where con- 
stantly wondering why life sucks. re- 
volves around characters with problems 


lots them, enough keep guid- 
ance counselor busy long past pm. 
Goody-goody Emma gives shady Jay a 
blow job, and gives her gonorrhea. 
lie slices her wrists with the same pro- 
tractor she uses to do geometry home- 
work. Gavin, a/k/a Spinner, morphs from 
princess cheerleader Paige’s heartthrob 
boy toy into almost friendless hardcore 
bully and goes frame former best 
friend Jimmy, who gets shot in the back 
and paralyzed for life. Episodes usually 
end with a cut to one character’s face as 
she contends with the realization 
that things aren’t going get wrapped 
neatly the end the half-hour. 

South Nowhere, created Thomas 
Lynch, original series that follows 
Degrassi 8:30 and similar mold. 
The show, now its second season, 
even more sex-centric than he- 
donistic entertainment that lacks moral 
messaging, though makes for that 
dealing with one girl’s sexual-identity 
crisis, whereas most televised gay teens 
tend boys. this season’s debut 
episode, 16-year-old Spencer wakes 
someone else’s bed with huge question 
answered: she’s gay, best friend Ashley is 
gay, and they’ve finally hooked up, but 
her love life more complicated than 
ever. the meantime, her mother 
cheating on her father, her adopted black 
brother is searching for his birth mother, 
and the savvy Los Angeles kids her 
school aren’t going any easier her 
for being lesbian just because she’s 
skinny and blonde. South Nowhere could 
mistaken for Aaron Spelling produc- 
tion thanks the sparkle its beautiful 
cast. Underneath, however, the drama is 
serrated: trenchant, natural dialogue, 
unconventional indie-film camerawork, 
and subtly racy story lines that pull the 
rug out from under aging Carrie Brad- 
shaw and company. 

Degrassi’s franchise teen angst has 
its roots in 1980, long before the advent 
of Comcast. Back then, Schuyler teamed 
with Kit Hood, video editor and for- 
mer child actor, produce new mini- 
series called The Kids Degrassi Street. 
spun off into the Degrassi Junior High and 
Degrassi High series; both aired the 
on PBS, and a1991 TV movie, School’s Out, 
followed several Degrassi characters after 
they graduated. documentary series, 
Degrassi Talks, appeared the final 
stage in the Degrassi evolution. Nearly a 
decade later, in 2001, Degrassi was given 
the digital version pre-prom 
makeover. Stripped its pallor, 
vamped with fresh cast and ultra- 
provocative plots, the show was resur- 
rected Degrassi: The Next Generation. 
Schuyler still has the helm executive 
producer. Several the original Degrassi 
kids, now adult actors, have minor roles 
on the new show. (Amanda Stepto, who 
played Christine a/k/a Spike Nelson on 
Degrassi Junior High, punk-rocker who 
got pregnant with Emma, now plays 
Emma’s mother.) 

Degrassi: has plenty critics who 
deem offensive, demoralizing, and im- 
mature and it’s true that the show ad- 
dresses issues seizing extremes. 


The acting nowhere near perfect, ei- 
ther, particularly earlier seasons. 
But according to Nielsen ratings from 
Season Five, Degrassi ranked #1 with fe- 
male teens all cable and broadcast 
networks, and the show in its various 
forms has now been around for more 
than years. People are still getting 
pissed Madonna for trying crucify 
herself on her last tour, and she still 
sells lot tickets. Degrassi has rein- 
vented its image much the same 
way. Taking things little over the 
edge comes with the territory. 

Shit continues hit the proverbial 
fan Season Six. Several Degras- 
si’s graduates have moved col- 
lege, and few former students, such 
bad-ass Sean and moody Ashley, 
who left the show during Season Five, 
will return. Last year’s juniors are 
running the place seniors, ratchet- 
ing the drama relationships 
among the gang get even more inces- 
tuous. But thank God this isn’t The OC, 
with mere four major players boff 
and break up. Degrassi: TNC has prin- 
cipal cast and supporting cast 
nine; five adult cast members dealing 
with their own bullshit and baggage 
round out the student-body and 
parental units 25. There are plenty 
surprise transformations, too: hor- 
gawky Emma has blossomed 
from anorectic Save the Earth fiend 
into A-list hottie, born-again Christ- 
ian goody-goody Darcy has started tak- 
ing naughty pics the Spirit Squad, 
and the supposedly reformed Sean 
running from the law again. And 
again. seems the Degrassi catch 
phrase “100 percent intense” 
actually have saturation point. 

Degrassi reruns often the 
many hours week the sea- 
sons themselves are short and are fol- 
lowed months repeats. Yet the 
trajectory the show evolves 
marathon way that doesn’t quite 
compare outdated reruns other 
teen dramas. Perhaps it’s because 
you’re observing the cast grow 
front you, both physically and ac- 
tors. Or maybe it’s those heart-crush- 
ing moments that translate well 
from screen life and back again. 
Season Three, after Craig cheats 
Ashley, he can’t get over the freeze she 
puts on to save face. “I’m sorry,” he 
screams her, front the school. 
“I’m sorry, I’m sorry, I’m sorry, I’m 
sorry, I’m sorry, How many 
times have say it?” “Until you 
mean it,” she replies, turning the 
heels her Converse sneakers and 
stalking off. Inside, you just know 
she’s wreck. can’t think single 
person who hasn’t been hurt that 
deeply which makes watching in- 
credibly awkward. part always 
wants to hit mute or change the chan- 
nel when I see it, but I never do. Any- 
one can fake gorgeous adolescence 
for prime time. Degrassi turns the vol- 
ume exactly when life gets ugly, 
twisting all that pain into something 
that begs savored.

n elderly, well-dressed Boston 
Symphony Orchestra patron re- 
marked to a friend after the gala 
“Opening Night at Symphony” 
last Friday that though she'd en 
é she would have liked 
2.” Civen th 
ening nights (James Levine began 
his residency as BSO music director with 
Mahler’s monumental Eighth Symphony), 
the long evening was not exactly long on 
substance. At times, this “American” pro- 
gram, led by the BSO’s first American mu- 
sic director, bordered on being a Pops con- 
cert, designed to make the higher ticket 
prices easier swallow. 

There were not just one but two super- 
stars: Irish virtuoso Sir James Galway (the 
“man with the golden flute”) and soprano 
Renée Fleming, the reigning American di- 
va, acombination that accounts for some 
of the program’s oddity. Fleming, ina 
black and white gown whose bodice 

seemed overflowing with cotton can- 
dy, led off with a familiar work one would 
have thought perfect for her, Samuel Bar- 
ber’s Knoxville: Summer 1915, piece pre- 
miered by the BSO under Serge Kousse- 
vitzky in 1948, with the great American 
soprano Eleanor Steber, who “commis- 
sioned” after was composed. Since 
then, it’s been performed mainly at Tan- 
glewood; its only other BSO subscription- 
concert appearance was 1996. 

Knoxville is Barber's setting of James 
piercing reminiscence his child- 
hood just before his father died (it was lat- 
er inserted as the prologue to his posthu- 
mously published Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel, A Death in the Family); Barber dedicat- 
the piece his own father’s memory. 
Intimate and poetic, requires singer 
like Steber — who can convey a sense of 
intimacy, reminiscing and confiding, 
thinking aloud, discovering meaning 
the piece proceeds. (“All people are 
larger bodies than with voices 
gentle and meaningless like the voices 
good me. One father who 
good me.”) voice, unlike Ste- 
ber’s, tends surround words rather than 
fill them. Early the piece, the delicious 
way she tasted the word “strawberry” only 
underlined how little she was coloring 
other words. she warmed into the 
piece, she got less operatic, less grand, 
and the music seemed become less sim- 
ply vehicle for her glamorous voice. 
stayed head all night. 

This was first professional per- 
formance the Barber, and surrounded 
Fleming with palpable atmosphere the 
dreamy summer evening out the lawn, 


the interruption of a “stertorous” streetcar, 
and, more subtly, the ominous foreshad- 
owings of mortality embodied in the beau- 
tiful wind playing from oboist John Ferrillo 
and clarinettist William R. Hudgins. 

Aaron Copland’s A Lincoln Portra 
originally been advertised for opening 4 
night (John Harbison’s Darkbloom Overture 
was scheduled to replace it on Saturday) 
though no narrator was ever listed. It 
would seem the BSO never found an ap- 
propriate celebrity, so Copland was re- 
placed George Cershwin, with Fleming 
singing two arias from Porgy and Bess that 
she’s recorded with Levine: Clara’s insinu- 
ating lullaby, “Summertime,” and Sere- 
na’s searing “My Man’s Gone Now.” Flem- 
ing has the voice for these but not quite 4 
culated, smeary imitation of jazz singing. 
(A couple of non-Gershwin embellish- 
ments got away from her.) “My Man’s 
Gone Now” (which program annotator 
Steven Ledbetter calls “primal lament”) 
was more straightforward, beautiful but 
not hair-raising. Neither song was listed 
for the following (non-gala) evening, but 
Fleming sang them both as encores. (I 
heard them car radio, and this time 
there were audible glitches.) The or- 
chestra gave Levine the rhythmic bite and 
power asked for. 

Between Fleming’s two sets, Galway 
played William Lyric Concerto, 
piece written for him in 1993 that he 
played with the BSO in January 2005, un- 
der Hans It’s good include piece 
by a living American composer, but this 
one, however skillful and entertaining, 
thin and joky. Bolcom uses Irish and 
Irish-American tunes (first movement: 
“Leprechaun”; second movement: 
“Waltz-Clog”), and a jazzy section of the 
fourth movement, “Bespoke Rondo,” is in 
memory Dizzy Gillespie and marked 
“Bebop-ogorrah!” Galway plays with 
his familiar showmanship and easy dex- 
terity. The first two movements both end 
zippy glissandi that solicit applause. 
But it’s neither Bolcom nor American 
music its best. too wished for 
“moah.” wish the Darkbloom Overture 
had been done both nights, and in- 
stead the Bolcom. 

The concert ended with another quasi- 
“American” work, Antonin New 
World Symphony, which the Czech compos- 
wrote extended American visit 
1892. The most familiar tune comes in the 
nostalgic second-movement Largo; it was 
later turned into the spiritual “Goin’ 
Home.” The best playing the evening 
was Richard Sheena’s imaginative and 
sensitive rendering this famous theme 


for English horn. favorite BSO perform- 
ance the idiomatic one conducted the 
late Tennstedt. Levine was more 
generic but still exciting and colorful. With 
its elegant new stage floor, unpainted blond 
maple (reproducing the original stage 
floor), the stage looks a little, as a friend re- 
marked, like basketball court. Symphony

The two fast movements 
were playful and teasing. Shostakovich’s 
Eighth Quartet followed, one his most 
personal and heartbreaking pieces, almost 
suicide note, cellist McDonough told 
the audience, which the composer uses 
theme based his own name and nu- 
merous quotations from earlier works. Its 
five continuous movements include three 
Largos aching sadness and introspec- 
tion. The Jupiter played it with unforced 
tone and unforced eloquence, this under- 
statement all the more moving, so that 
when slashing phrases burst out 
Shostakovich’s contrasting Allegro molto, 
they came real shock.

THE SKI 


Interview with Bob Ferguson 


October Bob Ferguson started something. 
called it Ski Market — the industry called it a revolution. 
Setting shop Comm Ave, Bob developed the slogan 
“Red, White, and Blue Across from BU” and painted his 
storefront match the slogan colors. His idea, course, 
was to create a discount ski store, and he did just that. Af- 
ter running big the Boston and the Phoenix, 
the public took notice. On opening day, college students 
lined the block, scouring the shelves for cheap, cosmeti- 
cally blemished boots and skis. In so many ways, this risk 
taker who would later fly P-51 Mustang 
aircraft work has been incredibly lucky; Ski Market 
took off before Bob Ferguson could fully wrap his head 
around it. 

When | asked Andy Ferguson, Bob’s son and the cur- 
rent CEO Ski Market, about his father’s success, put 
it well: “I think it’s a classic case, really. Here’s a guy who 
had a niche and saw a way to expand upon it. He took a 
tremendous risk, but it paid off because he had convic- 
tion; he knew what he wanted to do. Ski Market is Bob’s 
business. wanted his kids involved and are. 
I'm sure there are some people that look at me and think, 
‘What a lucky guy.’ You know what, they’re right. | am ex- 
tremely proud what Bob started and extremely proud 
be a part of it.” 


Ski Market revolutionized the ski-retail industry by sell- 
ing skis market-style discounted prices. How did all 
start? 

started St. Moritz Massachusetts, with 
wife-at-the-time and her brother. was indoor-skating 
rink. My wife was an ex—professional figure skater with the Ice 
Follies. More or less, we gave skating lessons. We decided 
to go into the ski-retail business because we had some ex- 
tra space in the building we were renting. The retail business 
grew very fast. It was in the days when everybody wanted 
to ski. It was then that | really saw the growing demand for 
the sport. 


You opened the first Ski Market here in Boston. Tell me 
what that was like. 
| went down and found a building on Comm Ave, right across 
from Boston University. was there that started Ski Market. 
It was the first in the industry to sell discount skis. We had 
large inventory goods from manufacturers and 
it for a good price. We were able to offer very low prices to 
the consumer. 

put lot thought into Ski Market. When opened it, 
was quite challenge. knew nothing about advertising, 
especially in the Boston media. So, | used every paper | could 
think of, including the Phoenix, and every radio station. 
our opening-day sale, all of Boston knew that we were there. 
We aiso had a traveling billboard, which may not even be le- 
gal now, on a trailer that had a big Ski Market advertisement 
on it. 


Did you have any idea the grand opening would be such 
success? 
No, | had no idea. As a matter of fact, most people | knew in 
the retail business told me that it was not a viable location be- 
cause there was no parking — just Comm Ave and around the 
block. But people just came on the T and carried the skis out 
with them. We had a lot of college students as customers. We 
advertised “Red, White, and Blue across from BU” because 
we painted the building those colors. 

That first sale, | was in the office overseeing the floor, and | 
really couldn't believe the success of the opening. It was quite 
thrilling. sold out skis after while! 


Why do you think the sport of skiing became so popular? 
Well, | think people were looking for something to take the 
bite out of winter. They wanted to get out and do something. 
Skiing was a very glamorous sport. Plus, the ski areas were 
just beginning to take a more modern approach towards skier 
comfort. 


How did you manage the growing demand for equipment? 
Were you ever afraid you wouldn't keep up with the con- 
sumer? 

Yes, | was worried about the supply and worried that there 
enough things available from manufacturers and 
or importers that would be low price. But it never happened. 
We were able expand to meet consumer needs. Our first ex- 
pansion was in Albany, New York. Later, we opened a store 
in Buffalo. | used to love to fly; it was my second passion. | 
bought a corporate-type turbo-prop airplane and used that to 
visit the Albany and Buffalo stores. This was five-passenger, 
civilian-turbo prop. 


the time, 
Market public? 
always had the opportunity take public, but never 
wanted to. One the biggest incentives for suc- 
cessful was able leave something for children. So, 
kept private and tried build up. 

| think we are one of the largest totally family-owned ski out- 
lets in the United States. We try to keep the local-homebody 
flavor, though. | think that speaks to the spirit of the place. 


did you ever consider taking Ski 


How does “local company like Ski 
Market compete with corporate trendsetters? 

hiring young sales personnel who are passionate about 
the sport and very knowledgeable. lot the people hired 
loved to work in a ski shop — it is the next best thing to skiing. 
Plus, they make money. So you keep your ears to the ground 
and listen to the people who love the sport while they talk 
about it. We had sales people that got out on the mountain at 
least one or two times a week. 


true that you predicted that snowboards would grow 
in popularity? 

predicted sell many snowboards would skis 
and we're almost at that point. It was a new sport and it was 
growing. was not hard figure that would grow, and 
it certainly did. It has become a sport with a following in a 
wide age range even 35- 45-year-olds are participating 
in snowboarding. It used to be a very young crowd. Now, it 
has moved to a wider spectrum.

But a lot of new sports flop: the monoski, for one. How 
you avoid those products that fail when you’re the 
outdoor-sports retail business? 

Well, for example, we sold windsurfers. That was a big sport. 
Then, just sort out. So, you get off and you 
don’t put the emphasis on it. 

You know, at one time ten-speed bicycles were the big- 
gest thing, but now you wonder how many bikes are in the 
garage and never got used. Again, was something that shot 
up in popularity and then fizzled out. We still sell ten-speeds. 
But not anything like used our Boston store. used 
to seli 100 ten-speeds on a Saturday. 

Another good example the in-line skate. Remember 
when everybody used out Boston, running around 
in-line skates? grew tremendously and then just died 
out. So, you got keep your ear the temple what the 
consumer wants, because for all our success there are always 
some failures. 


In an industry that changes so much, do you think Ski 
Market is still the same store now that it was when you 
started? 

It’s certainly gone through change. We've tried modern- 
ize and dress bit. Now, are buying more 
fashion than we ever have before. When we first started, we 
never even had shopping bags. was very primitive, but the 
people came because they loved the low prices. 


How does it make you feel to see your children 
take over? 

Well, always had the greatest degree confidence them. 
makes feel very proud that all kids are still in- 
volved the business. very rewarding see the young 
people take over. That's a natural progression. 


When you look back on it, what was the best thing about 
the business? 

The best thing about the business the fine group peo- 
ple work with the industry, from consumers manu- 
facturers to sales people. The people are passionate about 
the sport; they love it. It's a real gentieman’s business, so 
to speak.

And one point, lot those reasons were 
legitimate, especially the North East. You know, 
it’s cold, it’s wet, and now it’s icy. It’s windy the 
lifts and the lifts are slow got stuck there! 
Yeah, there used drawbacks. 

But now, with innovations equipment, snow- 
making, lift speed, etc., it’s really cool sport and 
it’s really lot fun. get kick out riding the 
chair lift and seeing some kid come down the hill 
that obviously really good skier and really enjoy- 
ing himself, and then, the same hill, seeing some 
35-year-old guy snow plow, just having much 
fun himself, grinning ear ear, but barely moving 
down the mountain. think that’s kind cool. Differ- 
ent ability levels can enjoy the sport together. 


Absolutely, and think our industry, would 
remind ourselves that little more often 
would really stress what great social time 
would see some exciting things. Think about 
family being able recreate together and some 
the options they have. outside, you’re physi- 
active, and you’re together. really think that’s 
where the magic the sport. 

And think about young people, the twentysome- 
thing crowd. They think, “Hey, might able 
meet people.” There’s lot nightlife the resorts. 
just good way get out there. 


You mentioned innovation equipment and in- 
novation areas like snowmaking and lift speed. 
Will innovations like this change the way begin- 
ners ski? 

know many friends and forth that have had 
skiing experiences that weren’t pleasurable 
they could have been just because the unknown. 
But now, can have season where there’s not 
lot snowfall but, with the tremendous snowmak- 
ing these ski areas have, the conditions can really 
good. 

seen innovations clothing and wicking 
materials keep you dry. Ski boots actually fit your 
feet you’re not trying take them off soon 
you put them on. And, you put shorter-shaped 
skis for the first time and you think, “Wow, can get 
good this.” People are proficient little quicker 


How involved Ski Market the professional 
world the sport? 

think for the average skier, it’s pretty hard relate 
the Olympic skier doing miles-per-hour down- 
hill. Snowboard movies are pretty cool watch, but 
think for the average skier the sport has lot more 
with being outside the winter. think here, 
New England, the sport opportunity beat 
the weather. other words, doesn’t have 
long, cold winter. think Ski Market understands that 
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appeal and focus more that. gotten ac- 
tively invoived these inexpensive bus trips. 
want really help promote the sport. It’s not mon- 
eymaker for all. But allows get people 
involved who may not have everything place or- 
der ski. Not everybody owns condo. Boston, 
not everybody owns car. There are some barriers 
the sport with expense and travel and forth. 
So, this just one the ways help make little 
easier and ease the entry into the sport. pretty 
good trying stay involved that aspect 
try make the sport affordable and try make 
fun.

ourselves big chain. 

don’t really think exhibit any those character- 
istics. really involved grassroots efforts 
the community level. got lot people who 
work the stores the towns that they live in, and 
there’s lot autonomy given the store managers. 
It’s not corporate machine where you have fall 
line. That’s not style operating, and that hasn’t 
been the company’s style operating all.

Now that oth- 
ski retailers have followed suit, what sets Ski 
Market apart from the competition? 

Well, think this day and age, fairly unique 
that are privately held company and that 
have been able withstand lot attrition. think 
that’s true lot the ski shops that are still out 
there today.

Jan: Fashion was function. Even though you were freezing, 
you had to look fabulous! 


Amy: While we were growing up, down was the most impor- 
tant insulator, which has actually come around again. In the 
late ‘70s and early '80s, down was the warmest insulator; but 
when it got wet the feathers would clump together and people 
would get cold spots. 

When synthetic insulators hit, they were thinner but com- 
parable the warmth down without the bulk was 
sleeker looking and more fashionable. Thinsulate was a popu- 
lar one in the "80s. 

In recent years, everything has been about technical fab- 
rics and water breathables. But down is coming back around 
again. It’s new to the younger crowd. Also, they're using wa- 
ter-breathable fabrics with the down. So, this time around, it’s 
really warm and dry 


Waterproof breathables are critical to keeping you warm 
and dry on the slopes. Is that why we know the name 
Gore-tex? 

Jan: Gore-tex came out in the "80s. What happens is, you get 
a buzzword like Gore-tex and people come in and say they 
have to have Gore-tex. But it’s like Kleenex versus tissue. In 
general, people know the name Gore-tex because 3M mar- 
keted it well. But you can have waterproof-breathable tech- 
nology from many companies now. 


Amy: think that Gore-tex what keeps you 
warm; but it is a waterproof-breathable laminate . . . 


Jan: Meaning, it’s not insulant. The technology keeps the 
rain and the wind, and the wet and the cold out. If the cold 
air isn’t blowing through your body, then you're warm. That's 
what waterproof breathables can do — they act as barrier to 
the weather.

What about fleece? 

Amy: Fleece came out in the late '80s and it’s totally synthet- 
ic. It's made out of recycled plastics. It’s really a multipurpose 
material and great for layering. Fleece material that you 
can wear next to your body because it wicks away moisture, 
unlike cotton. 


Is Ski Market still discount when it comes to apparel? 
Jan: have great promotions and great sales, and 
spend our time buying high-value items at low prices for our 
customer. 


Amy: But our prices are low to high. We have all the high-end 
technical gear, etcetera, but also materials more suitable for 
a beginner.

How did the rise snowboard culture change the way 
dress the slopes?

When started, the snowboard- 
ers were a separate group with their own culture and they 
didn’t want to shop in the ski shop. It was during the same 
time grunge, which was out the Northwest. anything 
anti-mainstream was very, very cool. 


Amy: When | first started buying snowboard apparel in the late 
used bring manager the trade shows because 
snowboard apparel was so the opposite of how | was trained 
to buy for skiing. When | bought ski apparel, | was supposed 
to coordinate the jacket and the pant. | would make collec- 
tions. But when | started buying snowboard apparel, | would 
look at a vendor and look at five colors of a style of a jacket 
and whatever thought was the ugliest was what should 
pick. That’s what would sell because it was the coolest. And 
they never matched their pants to their jacket. It was the op- 
posite of everything | had been previously been taught. 


What is the hot trend this season in ski and snowboard 
apparel? 
Jan: would say that clothing, the snowboard look 
trendy that it’s really become the fashion for skiers and snow- 
boarders. 


Amy: It has come full circle and they call it rocking the full 
kit. really good snowboarder, you wear printed 
jacket and a matching printed pant. It could be a whole big, 
loud piaid, or herringbone, or tweed. The styles have become 
really great. It's more exciting to buy snowboard apparel than 


it is to buy ski apparel right now. 


Jan: right back the with and prints. It’s 
fun and very cool. 

Plus, the prints this year work well for New England's tra- 
ditional taste. Argyles, herringbones, tweeds, and plaids are 
all traditional looks; but manufacturers have updated the tra- 
ditional colors. Whether you ski ride, attracted 
the snowboard look this year. 


Amy: Just coming in, polka dot print for men very 
tiny polka dots on a tan or black background. Polka dots 
and stripes will be big this year; our staff thinks it’s really fun 
stuff. 


Jan: Also, women will see new colors, like eggplant, plum, 
and turquoise. For the past few years, all we had was pink 
and blue. Women will really welcome the change — it’s a 
whole new palette. 


What do think influences ski and snowboard style? 

Jan: | think the influence of the Internet and TV play a large 
part. With online videos, and, really, whole online culture, 
kids see everything globally. They know what’s happening 
— akid on the East Coast will pick up on West Coast trends 
and search out. Amy and Saily really great 
job capturing everything that’s out there. That’s what they 
want and we have it. 


Amy: Whether trendy, middle road, traditional, 
have options for your style. 


Jan: Some our customers don’t ski ride. They come 
our store because offer authentic winter outerwear and 
accessories that keep them warm yet fashionable. 


How does Ski Market help the consumer choose which 
styles work best for their needs? 

Amy: We have knowledgeable sales people who are highly 
trained in all of our brands. 


Jan: you come and tell that you are cold uncomfort- 
able on the mountain, our trained sales associates will instruct 
you on how to make a few changes to ensure a fun experi- 
ence.

Chris Leake Tells You How 


Chris Leake has been with Ski Market since the beginning. 
He remembers standing in line on opening day — that’s 
when he applied for a job. Starting out on the floor, he 
made $1.65 per hour. Today, Leake is the vice-president 
merchandising and the buyer skis that’s pretty big 
role for company with the word “Ski” its name.

With many products choose from, how does Ski 
Market decide which skis to carry in stock? 

That's a tough question. We're looking for products that the 
market is trying to tell us we need to be selling. There are a lot 
of brands in the ski business and we don’t buy every brand. 
buy brands that think the consumer wants buy. 
have a very knowledgeable sales staff that can help the con- 
sumer decide what is appropriate for them. Buying things can 
sometimes be risky, but we pretty much guarantee that what 
we sell you is going to work for you. If it’s not working, bring 
it back and we'll switch it out with a product that does. And 
| think that’s one of the ways, as retailers, that we have been 
able to stay ahead of the competition. 


Is there such thing as the perfect pair of skis? 
Ne get asked all the time, “I want to buy one ski and it’s got 
to be great on ice and great on powder, and it’s got to do 
this and that, and it’s got to look good, too.” Our job is to 
synthesize all of that and understand what the consumer re- 
5. Coming up with the perfect ski is getting harder, 
because today’s manufacturers have pushed themselves into 
a lot of niches. Powder skis are great, big, wide platforms 
that float really well on powder; and carving skis are narrower 
and they're going to bite really well on the east coast. There 
are some great all-mountain skis out there that do all of this 
But it’s trying to find out what the consumer's needs really 
are. “Where are you going to ski and what do you aspire to 
accomplish on skis?”— that kind of thing. Once we narrow 
it down, we can satisfy every level of skier, from beginner to 
expert. And if you want to ski the Himalayas, we can do that, 
too.

Do you test out new products? 

| am lucky that my job affords me the opportunity to ski on 
product six to eight months before it’s on our floor. So, early 
in the game, | get a pretty good feel for where a number of 
manufacturers think they want to go with new product. My 
job is to try to boil it back down to which products make the 
most sense 


Which products make the most sense right now? 

There are shapes in skis that make your turns easier, make 
your turns more precise. You'll get more bite the hill. lot 
of these skis have wider tips and footprints that allow the ski 
to float up in the snow. This means you don't always have to 
be on a groomed run to get the ski to perform. It’s going to 
float through the crud and, if you happen to hit a powder day, 
wow! 


What would you say to a customer who still skis on long, 
narrow, racing skis? 

How you turn them? And, believe me, have garage full 
of 207-centimeter racing skis. That was the length that was 
cool to ski on. But you needed that length because the ski 
was so narrow. Back then, skis were designed to slip into a 
turn — you kind of skidded and then you were finally able to 
get that ski to push into the snow and bite in order to finish 
the turn. Now, skis have a defined side cut. You're rolling your 
feet into the hill, and you're rocking that ski up on its edge, 
and the ski begins carve the arc that built into the ski 
itself. much easier initiate turn 


What are some trends in skis right now? 

One trend that the the ski has gotten wider un- 
derfoot. That wider footprint gives you a more stable platform 
from which to ski because it has a larger surface area. in most 


cases, it allows you to ski on a shorter ski than you're used 
to. And short skis are easier to turn and easier to push around 
than long skis. 

Another trend is that more equipment is being built and 
designed specifically for women than there ever used be. 
Ski manufacturers are not just putting a pink or a purple cos- 
metic on a ski and saying, “This is the ladies version.” And, 
quite honestly, for years that’s what they did. Now, there are 
products that are specifically built for women with different 
mounting points. Female physiology is different than male 
physiology. hips are built differently and, typically, 
women carry less weight in their arms and shoulders. So, they 
stand differently and, because they stand differently, they 
move a ski differently than a guy does. You’re not a little man 
is what it boils down to, and the manufacturers have been 
able to recognize that. | think it’s great because it provides a 
whole group of people equipment that they never really had 
access to. There are certainly some very good women skiers 
that skied men’s equipment for long time; they figured 
out how to make it work for them. But they had to work harder 
at it to get there. 


Do you think equipment dictates performance? 
think that it’s making better skiers. Know that for lot 
people, the learning curve in skiing is not what it used to be 
because of the new side cuts. They give people the ability to 
carve a turn much quicker. The snow plow is kind of some- 
thing that doesn’t happen anymore, which is a neat thing. 
Advancements in equipment have taken a long process and 
shortened it. Skiing is more fun for people that might be timid 
skiers because, with the new stuff, there is a sense of security 
on the hill. It’s that security that has allowed people to explore 
nore of the mountain than they ever used to. People who 
might have confined themselves to greener runs are now get- 
ting out on blue runs and, in some cases, even trying some 
black runs 


So, can a beginner buy expert equipment and expect to 
improve overnight? 

| can’t take a beginning skier, sell them the best equipment 
on the wall, and expect them to get the performance out of 
the ski that was built into it. But the equipment today is such 
that | can take a good, expert skier and honestly give them an 
intermediate-level ski, and he'll have a much better product 
than he ever had ten years ago. 


Ski Market is an East Coast company. Do you cater your 
buying to eastern tastes? 

Yes, but we still offer some skis that are 90 mm under foot 
— that’s a very wide ski for the East, but not necessarily a 
wide ski in the West. We offer quite a few skis that are 68 to 74 
mm under foot — that would probably be considered a more 
eastern ski. A ski this narrow under foot will turn and hook up 
quicker than a wider platform. You will be hard pressed to find 
skis of this nature in a western shop. 


the one thing skier can buy enhance perfor- 
mance? 

Honestly, the best thing you can do is tune your skis more 
often. | think people purchase skis, and then they don't pay 
attention to keeping those skis tuned. A good tune is going to 
give you an edge that will hold you on some of our tougher 


East Coast conditions. That’s the one thing everyone 
do.

Ski manufactur- 
ers are catching the snowboard trend. 
Look for skis with graffiti-, comic-, and pop- 
art-inspired designs. Face it, this one sport 
where it’s cool care about how you look. 


Tune your skis. This not question; it’s 
answer. matter how sweet you think 
your new skis are, after few runs-ins, they 
will need tuned. full tune includes 
base repair, waxing, stone-grinding, and 
sharpening not try this last one your 
own unless you know what doing. 
bad sharpening can ruin your skis; take them 
the pros Ski Market. old pair tuned 
skis will perform better than not-tuned new 
pair skis. Don’t believe it? Try out. Ski 
Market standard tuning costs $35.

LIFE DURING WARTIME: SUMMER ISRAEL 


hat began as an exotic 
summer job — shooting 
for the Israel-based photo 
agency Flash 90 — ended 
up being a crash course 
in combat journalism. Two weeks after the 
end of my junior year at Boston Univer- 
sity, I took a 12-hour flight from Tampa, 
Florida, to Jerusalem, where, for about 
$30 a month I moved into an apartment 
that provided bed and not much else. 
camera and supply fresh batteries 
would get through the summer. 

Flash 90 was situated in a small office 
local newspaper the center 
Jerusalem. The Western Wall was a 20- 
minute walk away, and almost every 
suicide-bombing landmark the city 
was nearly a stone’s throw from my build- 
ing. didn’t take long gain experience 
in the field. On my third day at work, 
my boss arranged for an Arab freelance 
photographer escort the West 
Bank — into the Palestinian territories. 
That evening, while riding through the 
town Abu Dis, came across group 
Palestinian children playing soccer 
front the highly controversial wall seg- 
regating the territories. There was, 
American photographer the West Bank, 
surrounded by Palestinian children beg- 
ging have their picture taken. didn’t 
think could get any better. 

Later in the week, I returned to the

Ramallah. The demonstration pitted 70 to 
Palestinians against string barbed 
wire, three Israeli armored vehicles, and 
several border-patrol units. Most the 
photojournalists had staged themselves 
nearby hill, equipped with bullet- 
proof armor and helmets, while new 
conflict photography, was plain-clothed 
and camouflaged among the protestors. 
the confrontation escalated, found 
myself amid barrage smoke grenades 
intended for the rock-hurling protesters. 
With minor cuts and bruises, escaped 
the relative safety of the Agence France 
Press photo office Ramallah, where 
edited photos the sound nearby 
machine-gun fire. seemed the only 
one the office who was concerned. 

Over time, I became accustomed to life 
Israel: almost daily bomb scares, bus- 
station metal detectors, and ubiquitous 
soldiers. And yet I discovered the unique, 
under-publicized aspects Israeli life 
well: took trips see the beauty the 
country, ate local food, and witnessed 
numerous protests Palestinians and 
Israelis in Jerusalem's old city, sometimes 
dodging fruit and even large rocks. 

This way of life temporarily receded 
when, on June 25, an Israeli soldier was 
kidnapped from army outpost the 
Gaza border. The next day I traveled to 
the town Mefalsim, outside Gaza, 
to photograph an infantry and artillery

Himalayan Bistro 


Nepali food finally stakes its claim 


EXOTIC DESTINATION Himalayan Bistro brings food the Boston area. 


I've been seeing Nepali waiters local 
Indian and Southeast Asian restaurants for 
several years, so it was only a matter of time 
before there was a Nepali restaurant. (A 
second will open soon Arlington.) The 
food at Himalayan Bistro is only part Nepali; 
there is also a full Indian menu, with some 
very good versions Indian-restaurant food. 
That said, chef Dumbar Thapa is clearly a 
the spice palate and tandoor oven. 
The space converted ice-cream parlor, 


but it looks like it was designed to be a trendy 


bistro, with high ceilings, well-spaced tables 
polished-wood floor, splendid Buddhist 
art the walls, and beams painted pale 
orange against a yellow ceiling and walls. 
Sitar music and exotic aromas make clear 
that we aren't in Kansas or West Roxbury 
anymore. But good food makes this 
restaurant welcome anywhere. 

One of the only Nepali appetizers is 
Himalayan chicken fingers ($5.95), which is 
rather like the Chinese kind, except that the 
batter is green with chopped spinach. There 
are also a momo platters ($8.98-$10.95): 
eight Peking ravioli stuffed with vegetable, 
chicken, or lamb. They’re intended to be a 
Nepali dinner, but they make for an excel 
lent appetizer, judging by our chicken 
version ($9.95), with its meaty-gingery 
filling and thin pasta skins. 

The “Himalayan special platter” ($8.95) is 
a good assortment of Indian-restaurant 
standards: a meat samosa ($3.95/two, a 
la carte) so lean the filling is a little dry, 
but still nicely spiced; a vegetable samosa 
($2.95) that is mostly potato and mild spice; 
two crunchy fried pakoras ($2.95) mixed 
vegetables; mildly spiced potato-pea patty 
($2.95); a chicken pakora not so different 
from the chicken fingers; cheese pakora 
($4.95); a shrimp pakora ($7.25); some pieces 
of tender chicken kebab ($6.45); and a small 
piece tandoori chicken. Like some the 
other appetizers, this dish was decorated 


with whimsical constructions of uncooked 
spaghetti connected by melon balls. The 
mild spicing this platter makes good 
option for children, but it can also be 
doctored with an unusual tray of chutneys 
for the spice lovers. On that note, what looks 
like regular mint chutney has lot dry 
fenugreek leaf the flavor. What looks like 
usual incendiary onion-chili relish is 
actually a sweeter version made from red bell 
pepper. And the tamarind dip richer and 
stronger than most. The only relatively weak 
appetizer I tried was my usual favorite from 
Western Indian, bhel puri ($3.95), which 
turned out like sweet-sour-spicy 
Crackerjacks, and a little too tame. 

Entrées are served with beautiful ultra- 
long-grain white rice, like Persian rice but 
spiced with bits of bay, cumin, and carda- 
mom. skipped most the Indian and 
South Indian items in favor of the 
Nepali dishes. Achari lamb ($13.95) is 
slightly pickled, like cousin vindaloo, 
but much more mildly spiced and served in 
rich tomato sauce. Quanti ($8.95) thick 
seven-bean stew, with most of the beans 
holding shape, and nicely balanced hit 
spice harmonizing around the dry, maple-y 
flavor of fenugreek seeds. Aloo bodi ($10.95) 
used similar spices for potatoes and black- 
eyed peas, but was dominated slices 
salty canned bamboo shoots that I didn’t 
like. Stews and curries were served in hand- 
some copper fondue pots to keep them warm 
on the table. 

The chef at Himalayan Bistro is a true 
master of the tandoor. The tandoori mixed 
grill ($16.95) one the most impressive 
Boston. Even served sizzling platter, 
the tandoori salmon ($13.95) was not over- 
cooked. The chicken tandoori ($10.95/half; 
$20.95/full) was one of the most tender and 
delicious I've ever had. And the seekh kebab 
($11.95) was very good, were 
the lamb kebab ($12.95), marinated chicken

tikka ($11.95), and shrimp ($13.95). Gilding 
these lilies was a tomato-cream sauce: both 
rich and a little sharp. 

With tandoori dishes, bread works better 
than rice, and bread basket was 
nice combination puffed-up poori, 
buttery plain naan, and garlic naan wit 
some herbs. 

get better sense their Indian food, 
I went back for the buffet lunch ($7.95). The 
only Nepali item was Himalayan salad: 
sort of crunchier salad Russe, minus the 
beets. The other ringer was copper warm- 
ing platter of “pasta”: elbow macaroni with 
tomato sauce. I refuse to believe this is 
Indian or Nepali food, but it’s another 
option for families. (My children were 
exposed lot ethnic restaurants but, 
because of the spices, retained a consider- 
able resistance to Thai and Indian food until 
their late teens.) 

Also the buffet table: thick vegetable 
curry, with more beans and potatoes than 
most, and served with the same tomato 
sauce used on the tandoori dishes; peas and 
homemade cheese; chicken tikka masala 
in a creamy tomato sauce; beef bhuna in 
an unusual gravy with dry spices; chicken 
tandoori — average, as it had been sitting out 
on a buffet; rice, similar to the type served at 
mild lentil-pea soup; and rice 
pudding for dessert. 

Without beer or wine, we are thrown 
back water frequently refilled 
lassi (yogurt drinks). The mango lassi 
($2.99) irresistible, but perhaps should 
be left for dessert, as it is quite sweet. 
Himalayan masala chiya ($2.50) is milder 
and less creamy than most chai and rather 
good with these desserts, as is the Ameri- 
can coffee ($1.50). 

Desserts look like the usual suspects, but 
several were well above average, especially 
the rasmalai ($3.25), which were, for once, 
genuinely interesting white cheese cakes. 
The spicing and frosting the 
haluwa” ($3.25) made it more like carrot 
cake than the usual dense, sweet carrot 
dessert of Indian cuisine. The dinner kheer 
($3.25), with raisins and nuts as well as 
cardamom flavoring, is very good rice 
pudding; and the kulfi badam pista ($2.95) 
is richer and less icy than many of these 
pistachio/cardamom ice creams. 

Service was excellent on non-crowded 
weekday and weeknight visits. There isn’t 
a lot of Asian food in West Roxbury, and the 
young crowd that will take over this restau- 
rant hasn't yet arrived. At that point, the 
large room with reflective services may get a 
little loud.
